and ed u cators. 
The u ltim ate aim Is to Increase 
sales of electrical 
eq u ipm ent 
and 
cu rrent to farm ers bu t the im m ed i­ 
ate resu lt is tha t farm ers and farm 
wiv es, w here -x perim ents are b e ­ 
ing cond u cted , are find ing farm life 
far less ard u ou s than they ev er had 
su pposed it cou ld be. 
One of the electrical Utopias is 
Paw nee cou nty , Kansas, where H e r ­ 
bert Hinrichs, u nd er d irection of 
powerfu l electrical corporations is 
testing the u se 
of 
electricity 
in 
lightening bu rd ens and 
increasing 
prod u ction. 
H ere women are shortening hou rs 
of w ork by u se of electrical stov es, 
heaters, 
cleaners, 
pu mps, 
lights, 
toasters, irons, w ashing m achines 
and d ozens of other sim ilar d ev ices. 
As a resu lt, the farm women of 
Paw nee cou nty are find ing tim e to 
v isit more, to attend entertainm ents 
and enjoy more social life than ev er 
before. 
A t the same tim e the men arc 
find ing it pay s to u se electrical 
power for grind ing, 
for 
pu m ping 
w ater and ev en for lighting stables 
and workshops. 
A network of ru ral transm ission 
lines carries electrical cu rrent from 
Larned to all pa rts of the cou nty 
which w as chosen for the tests b e­ 
cau se of d iv ersity of the farm in­ 
terests. 
The cou nty is known for 
its 
d airy ing, 
liv e 
stock 
raising, 
grain farm ing and mix ed prod u c­ 
tion. 
One resu lt of the ex periments is 
that ,T. E. Stockwell 
has 
learned 
that w ater can be 
pu mped 
au to 
matically from wells for 5 000 lambs 
at the ex pense of 5 cents a d ay for 
electricity .

cently w as ind orsed by the cou ncil 
of 
people's 
commlsars 
and 
will 
come u p for d iscu ssion a t the ses­ 
sion of the Sov iet central ex ecu tiv e 
comm ittee here late this month. 
Besid es the ord inary prov ision of 
the d eath penalty for u prisings or 
espionage against the gov ernment 
tho new cod e calls for the d eath 
penalty to any persons who, be­ 
fore or after the creation of the So­ 
v iet gov ernment, "activ ely opposed 
the workers’ class and the rev olu ­ 
tionary mov ement." 
This law d efinitely ex clu d es the 
possibility of the retu rn to Ru sEia 
of any of the v ast arm y of ex iled 
emigres, and makes it a crim e to 
hav e been a loy al serv ant of the old 
regime In sny capacity which re­ 
q u ired "activ e opposition to the rev ­ 
olu tionary mov ement.” 
A nother paragraph d eclares the 
penalties for cou nter-rev olu tion, in­ 
clu d ing d eath, also shall be. applied 
to actions 
d irected 
against "any 
other gov ernment of w orkers ev en 
thou gh it m ay not be a pa rt of the 
Sov iet u nion.” 
Also liable to the d eath penalty 
are "those 
w-ho 
rend er by any 
m eans any aid to that part of the 
international bou rgeoise which 
is 
striv ing for the ov erthrow of the 
Commu nist sy stem, am ong the Fa- 
cisti." 
Penalties u p to d eath also are 
prov id ed for those "who hind er gov ­ 
ernm ent Ind u stry , transport, com ­ 
merce, m onetary circu lation and co­ 
operativ es, if with cou nter-rev olu ­ 
tionary pu rpose,” and for "those 
who u se gov ernment 
institu tions 
for the pu rpose of aid ing the inter­ 
ests of the former proprietors or 
interested 
capitalistic 
organiza 
tions." 
The prod u ction, d istribu tion or 
preserv ation of anti-Sov iet litera­ 
tu re is mad e pu nishable by im pris­ 
onm ent for not less than one y ear, 
or “if in period s of popu lar ex cite­ 
m ent by mu ch more sev ere penal­ 
ties.” 
Crimes not Inclu d ed u nd er cou n­ 
ter-rev olu tion, hu t bringing penal­ 
ties u p to d eath, are participation 
in riots or pogroms, m u rd er, b a n­ 
d itry , hav ing or d istribu ting liter­ 
atu re calcu lated to arou se national 
or religiou s preju d ices and cou nter­ 
feiting.

EXPLAINED AT 
COUNTY MEET 


F U LL E R TO N . 
April 
21.—M an­ 
agers and directors of the associa­ 
tions in the N orthern Orange C oun­ 
ty C itrus ex change m et a t a d in ­ 
n er a t M cFarland’s cafe Monday 
evening. A pprox im ately 85 persons 
w ere in attendance. 
This meeting was one of a series 
being held to m ake grow ers and of­ 
ficials better acquainted with the 
activities of the California F ruit 
G row ers’ ex change, a s well as to 
consider the problems which are 
m et in marketing. 
The lemon sales m an ag er of the 
sta te ex change, H erbert Powell, and 
the m an ag er of the field d e part­ 
m ent of the same organization, H . J. 
Ramsey, were the speakers. 
Mr. Powell discussed the lemon 
industry in Sicily, telling of the 
m anner in which the fruit is handled 
in the field and 
in 
the 
packing 
houses. 
Approx im ately 40 per cent 
of the crop goes into by-products, 
according to Mr. Powell. If it were 
not for the two cents a pound tariff 
levied under the present tariff, the 
profits obtained from the lemon in ­ 
dustry in California would be m e n ­ 
aced, for the w age scale In Sicily is 
very low', Mr. Powell stated. 
Mr. Ram sey gave a n interesting 
account o fthe citrus industry in 
southern Tex as and Florida. 
H e 
stated that the ran chers in Florida 
are returning to activities in citrus 
culture as a stable business since 
the real estate boom lessened there.

LETTING NATURE ALONE 


Editorial .Shorts 


The old idea that city planning had to do primarily with orna­ 
ment and b eautification has interferred to some extent with the 
progress of municipal development in an orderly fashion. 
A point 
emphasized b y Mr. L. R. Ash, memb er of the city plan commission, 
in a talk b efore the American Society of Civil Engineers yesterday 
ought to aid a proper conception not only of the function of city 
b ut of regional planning. 
For that function, it was shown, is gen­ 
eral community b etterment. 
Improved appearances, of course, are 
part of the aim of any planning program. No city today can afford 
to overlook that fact. 
But genuine planning goes farther; it has 
to do with b etter homes; with b etter working and recreation con­ 
ditions, and with the increase of facilities for travel and transporta- 
tion. 
The well planned city is the city in which the people find en­ 
larged possib ilities of comfort and convenience, of good health and of 
the enjoyment of life in general. 
In all of these there are direct 
sources of profit to the inhab itants. 
In the healthful, the orderly 
and the well arranged city there are forces that tend constantly to 
attract new population, to maintain and increase property values. 
The idea applies equally to sub urb an communities. 
Orderly and 
harmonious development pays. 


Glenn Frank, president of the University of Wis­ 
consin and philosophizer on things in general, con­ 
fesses he has never taken much interest in "move­ 
ments,” b ut has now b een completely captured b y 


For the first time in my life," he says, "I came 
into contact with an organization called Friends of 
the Native Landscape, a b ody of men and women of j 
a middle-western state who are determined to see to 
it, if they can, that the natural b eauty of their coun­ 
tryside is preserved against the alleged ‘improve­ 
ments’ of civilization.” 
It is a worthy purpose, whose value is likely to 
grow on people who think it over. 
Our civilization, 
while efficient and comfortab le, is rather devastating 
artistically. 
Often it ab olishes more b eauty than it 
b rings. 
The spread of our cities is especially lamentab le 
in its effects on the natural charms of the landscape. 
Allotment developers, and often householders too, 
seem to think it is necessary to cut down every pic­ 
turesque knoll and fill up every pleasant valley or 
ravine, and turn every b rook into an underground 
sewer, and cut down forest trees and plant nursery 
trees in their place, and sub stitute hothouse shrub s 
for natural growths. 
Fortunately there are signs of a revolt against this 
super-civilization and artificial standardization of the 
outdoors. 
In many sub urb an communities there is a 
new tendency to assume that Nature herself knows a 
few things ab out landscape gardening.

M any of our diseases are b eing decreased b y the 
activities of our health departm ents. 
O ther d is­ 
eases are holding their own again st us w hile still 
others are actually increasing. 
D isease of the heart, a t the present tim e, causes 
m ore d eaths in this country than 
any 
other 
one 
thing. 
The health officer cannot do very m uch to 
prevent heart disease except give you advice, b ut 
you can. 
Y our he art is your own, you know, and 
you can easily neglect and ab use It, or you can b e 
tau ght how to take care of it. 
Most cases of he a rt 
disease result from avoidab le 
conditions 
and 
are 
con tracted usually in early life. 
If you w ish to know 
how to avoid these conditions, go to your doctor or 
your d e n tist or b oth. 
They can help you if you go 
in tim e. 
Influenza and pneum onia together stand next to 
heart disease in the num b er of deaths w hich they 
cause. 
R eports of tub erculosis for 1924 at the tim e of 
preparin g this article have 
not 
yet 
b een 
com ­ 
pleted. 
W e know tha t this disease has killed 78,423 
persons In the 35 sta te s from which reports have 
Leen received. 
E stim atin g for the rest of the popu­ 
lation a t the sam e rate, we assum e tha t 112,000 per­ 
sons died in the U nited S tates during 1924 from 
tub erculosis. 
T his is b ad, b ut it is the lowest ra te 
we have ever had. 
If the sam e ra te had prevailed 
in 1924 as we had in 1900 there should have b een 
233,000 deaths instead of 112,000, so you can sea 
there w ere proportionately less than one-half as 
m any d eaths from tub erculosis in 3924 as In 1900.

health officers have learned how to control, provided 
the

Based on the ra te s for 35 sta te s from w hich re ­ 
ports have b een received, it Is estim ated tha t there 
w ere 10,700 d eaths from diphtheria in the U nited 
S tates during 3 924. 
B ut if the 1900 ra te had pre ­ 
vailed. we would have had nearly 60,000 deaths. 
If 
parents would have their children Schick tested and 
¡have the doctor give the toxin an titoxin treatm e n t to 
those who are susceptib le 
to

disease, 
there 
would not b e very m uch d iphtheria left. 
You m ay 
w rite to the surgeon general for literatu re on d iph­ 
theria. 
M any people think tha t w hooping cough 
is not a 
serious disease, b ut it m u rd ers b ab ies and young 
children b y the thousands.

42,655 
deaths 
from whooping cough w hich occurred in the U nited 
S tates from 1918 to 1922 inclusive, 29,914 w ere in 
children under one year of age. 
A t the b eginning of the present century, the con­ 
trol of typhoid fever seemed alm ost hopeless.

day, we are usually ab le to find out who or w hat is 
to b lam e, even If It is only a sm all outb reak of 
typhoid fever.
